HIGHEST RANKING SOVIET NATIONAL ON IAEA SECRETARIAT 
STAFF, FOR VISIT TO USAEC HEADQUARTERS, GERMANTOWN, ON 
MONDAY-TUESDAY, SEPTEMBER 30-OCTOBER 1, 1974. CHERNILIN 
WILL BE IN US TO ATTEND WORLD ENERGY CONFERENCE IN 
DETROIT PREVIOUS WEEK, AND WISHES OPPORTUNITY TO CONSULT 
WITH INTERESTED AEC OFFICIALS REGARDING INTERFACE 
BETWEEN USG AND AGENCY PROGRAMS FOR WHICH HE HAS

ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION; ONGOING JOINT IAEA/IIASA PROJECT 
IN APPLICATION OF COST/RISK/BENEFIT ANALYSES TO ASSESSMENT 

OF NUCLEAR POWER PROGRAMS; AGENCY ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOPING 
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INCLUDING USE OF COMPUTER CODES AND PROCEDURES DEVELOPED 
BY ORNL AND TVA; OTHER AGENCY ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOPING
